The posaibility the' an official count
would be necessary in slates where
the margin of apparcit victory for one
presidentinl candidate or the other s
olight, was froely discussed at both
headquarters. It was pointed out that
if the house of represcentatives became
the court of last resort in the election
of a president, the present house and
pot the one just elected would sil in
judgment. No formal stalemeni on
the subject was made. however

Although Chalrman Willeox, for the
republican national committee and his
ehiof aldes, Frank H. Hitcheook,

IN ILLINOIS 150,000

Chicago, Nov. 8 —Illinols ia back in
the republican column, and by a ma
jority sulficlent to dispose of any
grounda for argument. Hughes has
carried the state by at lemst 150,000,
Frank (. Lowden, for governor, has
deleated Bdward F. Dunpe, the demeo-
cratic Incumbent, by about the same
figure.

The outstanding surprise In [lnols,
more especially o Chicago and other
big Industrial conters, was the vote for
Hughes by the workmen. Democratio
leaders had confidentily expeciod that
the labor vote would go practicslly
solid for Wilson and Dunne Repub-
licans would not concede this claim
but expected a majority of the work
Ing people’s voles, especially the labor
unlon element subject (o the inflluence
of Gompers, would awing to Wilson
To the surprise of managers on both
nides, the labor votes appear to have
gone to Hughes, This explains why
Chicago has given Hughes a majority,
when all calculations were based on
Wilson carrying the city by at least
§6.000.

Still another surprine was the big
vote given Hughes by ithe women of
the state. Democratic mansgers had
claimed they were sure of a big ma
Jority of the women's vole on the “he
kept us out of war” argument. Repub-
lican managers admitted this would
have its sffect, especially upon women
whose huabands and sons were of mili-
tary age or who would be subject to
eall In case of a war a few years
hence.

The returns show that the wamen
of NHnols look at conditions from
practically the same viewpoiol s the
mon. They appear to have gone along
with the men and the sole result la »
greatly sugmented total vote for the
state, with no change io the politieal

complexion.
